Congress as a body, and destroy the character 
of individual members, for the purpose of depre- 
ciating the price of the stock in the interest of 
that combination. r 

The Committee this morning commenced their 
session by examining Mr. Reid. They concluded 
it by ee eee by him. Mr. Reid, ip the 
course of his testimony, gave curréncy to what 
he himself admitted are probably baseless 
rumors, but the Committee can scarcely blame 
Mr. Reid for giving publicity to them, as he was 
forced to answer ‘their questions, Few men 
could be more calm and collected on the witness- 
stand, and few more bloodless and cruel. 
The Committee began by stating that 
they felt very grateful for the interest 
which the Tribune manifested in the investiga- 
tion. They concluded by the manifestation of 
surprise and indignation.

As a 
sample of the ramers which were in many men's 
mouths and flyieg about New York, he would 
state that on the 18th ult. Shanks, the eity editor 
of the Tribune, handed witness a memorandum 
to the effect that Oakey Hall had that day said 
that members of the Wars and Means Commit- 
tee were implicated in the Pacific Mail transac- 
tious. Tho memorandum also stated that Hall 
would probably give evidence upon it. Witness

Question—Have you any other information 
touching the use of 1 for the passage of 
this subsidy that bas not already appeared in the 
testimory before this Committee ? 

Witness said that, with some qualification as 
above, he would very willingly state what he had 
heard. A. W. Bradbury, brother of the ex- 
President of the Pacifle Mail Company, had in- 
formed witness of a letter written ex- Post- 
master William 8. King to President Bradbury, 
applying for $25,000, in which letter King urged 
compliance with the demand, for the reason, 
among others, that he was writing with prison 
bars bebiod him. Bradbury replied that if he 
(King) did not stop writing such letters he would 
soon have the prisun bars before him. 

The’ witness was informed by A. Carter! that 
Judge Pierpont hed advised compliaace with 
this demabd of King, and tierefore suggested 
that the Committeo might advautagedusiy call 
Pierpont. Reid had repeatodly heard that pay- 
ments were made to members of Congress with 
pat of the money disoursed by Irwin, in 61.000 
bihis, and that the private account kept by mem- 
bers with the Sergeaut-at-Arme would show what 
Congressmen had deposited euch bills. He 
could give no personal evidence concerning these 
matters.

WOOD AND DAWES. 

Mr. Reid further testified that the members of 
the Commitee to whom he had referred in bis 
paper as being unfit to sit in the case were 

éssrs. Dawes and Wood. He had no personal 
knowledge that they were implicated in the sub- 
sidy scandal, but it had been currently rumored 
on Wall street that they had, and he had there- 
fore given the story credence; was pot sure 
whether he received the information from City- 
Editor Shanks or from his Wali-street reporters. 

Mr. Wood thereupop asked witness whether he 
did not know that he (Wood) had streaupualy op-

Mr. Reid rejoined that he had never mentioned 
the names of the two members referred to in this 
common rumor, and remarked that great injus- 
tice was due to journalists in supposing that 
they must have personal knowledge of dvery- 
thing they write, which, in the nature „f Ainge, 
is not possible perhaps ounce in a thousag ines.

VALUE OF THE FRANC. 
DECISION OF THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 

Vasuincton, D. C., Jan. 28.—In the case of

RECONSTRUCTION. 

PRESIDENT LINCOLN'S PLAN—SPEECH OF THE HON. 
FREDERICK w. SEWARD, IN THE NEW YORK AS- 
SEMBLY, ON THE LOUISIANA BESOLUTIONS. 

From the Albany Bvening Journal, Jan. 18. 

We print to-day the fal! text of the speech de- 
livered in the Assembly yesterday by the Hon. 
Frederick W. Seward on the Louisiana resolu- 
tions. Both the historical and political impor- 
tance of the matter. aud the finished grace of the 
manner, will attract the attention of the whole 
country. 

Mr. Seward gives the ſtrot public and full ac- 
count of a most interesting historical event,— 
the plan of reconstruction agreed upon at a 
meeting of President Lincoln’s Cabinet, on the 
very day of the President's assassination. Ia the 
illness of bis father, Mr. Seward was himself 
present on that occasion as the representative of 
the State Department, and participated in the 
couneil. His succinct narrative will be read with 
great interest. 

MR. SEWARD'S SPEECH, 

The questions about Louisiaus are not new ones. 
On the contrary, they are very old ones, They arose 
immediately upon the close of the War. 

On the morning of the 14th of April, 1865, when 
— ge — r bad fallen, and Sherman 
was img Johnson's army at bay, everything be- 
toketied that peace was at band. President Lincoln 
called a Cabinct-meeting at the Executive Mansion, 
and invited to participate in it the victorious General 
to whom Lee surrendered at Appomattox, 

At such e meeting, in such a time, there could be but 
one question, and that a question of transcendent im- 
portance—the question of reconstruction, restoration, 
or re-establishment of the seceded States in their 
former relations, as members of the Federal Union. 
The conference was long and earnest, with little diver- 
sity of opinion, except us to details, 

One of the difficulties of tue problem wis, who 
should be rec ized as State authorities. There was 
a loyal Governor in Virginia, There were military 
Governors in some of the other States. But the 
Southern Legislatures were, for the most part, avow- 

treasona bie, 2 

het her they should be allowed to continue until 
they committed some new overt act of hostility; 
whether the Governors should be requested to order 
new élections, whether such elections should be order- 
ed by the General Government—all these were ques- 
tions raised. 

Among many similar expressions of the President, 


in that terse and homely mode of sprech; the memory 


of which still lingers pleasantly in the bearts of the 
American people, he said; We can’t undertake to 
run State Governments in all these Southern States, 
Theiy people must do that, though I reckon that, at 
ust, they may do it badly.” 

The Secretary of War, Mr. Stanton, produced some 
tl.eets of paper on which he had drafted the qutlines 
of plan of reconstruction, embodying the President's 
Views, and, as I understood, those of most of tae other 
~~ of the Cabinet. 

Tn substance it was, that the Treasury Department 
should take possession of the Custom-Housea, and 
proceed to collect the revenues; that the War Depart- 
ment should garrison or destroy the forts, take posses- 
sion of arms and munitions, and maintain the public 
peace; that 8 1 should in like man- 
her occupy rbors, take possession of navy~yards, 
ships, and ordnance; that thé Interior Department 
should send out its Surveyors, Land, Pension, andjin- 
dian Agenta, and set them at work; that the Postmast-

States Government ehould be bet in 
motion, that ite laws should be faithfully executed and 
vigorously enforced, that everything like aomestic 
violence or insurrection should be repressed; but that 
public authorities and private citizens should remain 
unmolested, if not found in actual hostility to the 
Government of the Union. 

In a word, it was a plan based upon the Constitution 
of the United States. 

That night Abraham Lincoln passed from earth. 
Through the madness of an assassin, the Southern 
people lost a lenient judge, 4 just and generous friend.

taken up by his successor; but the embittered public 
feeling which followed his murder rendered both Con- 
grees and the people far less ready to acquiesce in its 
adoption. From that time to this the efforts that have 
been made to carry it out have met with an amount of

I still think that this first plan for the reconstruc~ 
tion of the Southern States was the best and wisest 
one of all, It would have been fortunate for the 
South and the Union if it had been adopted then, It 
will be fortunate for the South and the Union if it 
shall be adopted now. 

But it is not to be accomplished by mere denuncia- 
tion of what is or has been done wrong; it is nécessary 
to find out and apply the remedy, 

That remedy is not now within the power of political 
parties or of public meetings. It is not within our 
power on this floor. It is not even within the power 
of the President. Itis only within the power of the 
people of the United States, throngh their Representa- 
tives in Congress assembled. It is right and proper, 
therefore, that our resolutions should addressed to 
them, invoking their prompt and patriotic action. 

And what is the remedy? You have it in the pend- 
ing resolutions—Congressional action to define and en- 
force the faithful adherence of all concerned to the re- 
epective duties therein enumerated and prescribed by 
the Constitution of the United States,

The Republicans of tae 
Committee have arrived at the conclusion that 
a White Leagne exists in Mississippi, and is a 
very formidable organization ; that the white 
people instigated the riot which resalted in the 
slaughter of so many negroes. One of the mem- 
bers of the Committee says that the fundamental 
cduise of the existing troubles in Mississippi is 
the fact that the whites do not and will not ac- 
cept the results of the War; they will not con- 
sent to the free exercise of the elective fran- 
chise by the negroes. They are deter- 
mined to take control of the South 
or die. The condition of affairs is 
so very serious, said one member, that it does 
not seem possible that the black man can be 
protected except by the presence of a large mili- 
tary force. The evidence will be very volumin- 
jus. The Republicans say that, while it will 
snow indisereet acts on the pari of the negroes, 
the whites are the original cause of the mas- 
sacre.

COAL-TROUBLES. 


The Strikes in the Pennsyl- 
vania Anthracite Fields. 


Attempts of the Corporations to Re- 
duce Miners’ Wages, 


Refusal of the Men to Accede to the 
Reduction,

‘Prevalence of Destitution and Lawless- 


ness at Many Points.

Mavon Cutna, Pa., Jan. 15.—On the ist of 
the current month, when several minor local 
Strikes occurred, in the authracite coal-flelds of 
this State, agamst the new and reduced basis 
rates which went into effect Jan. 1, it was not 
supposed, by those intimately connected with 
the coal-trade. that the trouble would extend be- 
yond the regions in which it prevailed. In fact, 


so little attention was: directed to the matter | 
that some heavy operators entered into contracts | 


with shippers to supply them through the year 
justopened. The events of the past week have, 
therefore, 

CREATED INTENSE ASTONISHMENT 
in all quarters, and seriously interfered with the 
planus of those operators who were calculating 
for an extensive business this winter and coming 
spring. From a close investigation made by Tux 
Tame correspondent, it appears that, when 
the miners discovered a reduction was to be 
made in their wages. it was decided to check- 
mate, if possible, the operators. 

Private conferences were held between the 
Executive Committees of the Miners’ and La- 
borers’ Benevolent Association, whose branches 
reach far and wide in the mining districts, 
and it vas mutually agreed that, 
when the men’s Committee met the opera- 
tors, any proposal favoring a lower basis of pay 
than im 1874 should be immediately rejected. 
Boon after this, the firet meeting of miners and 
operators took place, at Hazleton, the centre of 
the Lehigh region's operations. The new 
schedule of decreased compensation for labor in 
the colheries was submitted to the men's Com- 
mittee, and received with a resolute refusal. 
Two weeks’ time was given the 20,000 colliers of 


Carbon. and Luzerne Counties to consider the

After that lengthy period of deliberation upon 
the question, the men employed inside and out- 
side the mines determined to hold to their first 
resolution, The delegates were instructed to

from the operators but that of returning to the 
rates of 1874. At the conference on Monday, 
this was dome, and, as the employing companies 
signified their intention of still enforcing the 
reduction, the suspension has become general in 
the Lehigh coal-basin. Since 1871 the operators 
and miners have enjoyed the most peaceful re- 
lations, and everything moved along placidly 
and prosperously; but a feeling has been en- 
gendered now that must eventuate in strife and 
disaster to all concerned. The miners say they 
are in & position to live comfortably through the 
winter-months, or until the contest is won by 
them; and all the chances were counted when 
the le was decided upon.

Willets, H. N. Trumbull, executor, Tolman 
Wheeler, Jerome Béecher, and Coddingtin Bil- 
lings. The complainants state that they are 
stockholders in the Marine Company, which ida 
bank, hayiug a nominal capital of $1,000,000 
divided into 20,000 shares of $50 each. 3 
mon has claimed to be the owner of more than 
oue- half the stock, and has controlled the same 
for at least ten years past.

Seammon, and were accommodated with a loan 
of about $70,000, which has been lost to the 
Company. Long was at that time Treasurer 
both of the Marine and Maich Compauies. and 
Scammon must have kmown, it is eileged, his 
pecuniary coudition. In fact, complajuayts are 
of the opinion that Scammon had an interest in 
the Match Compa 7 himself, aud therefore, was 
more inclined to allow Long to draw the bank .

THIRTY NEW BILLS. 

The adjournment over from last week also gave 
members au opportunity to draw bills,—the chief 
end of the average legislator being to draw bills,— 
and to-day thirty more of these were lauached 
upon the House, making the total number on the 
calendar ninety-five. Among these were bills to 
require owners of mines to provide escapement 
shafte giving miners and giving workmen in 
manufacturing establishments a lien upon the 
machinery and factory buildings, lands aud 
mives for their wages; requiring ty Neoord- 
ers to keep indexes of grantors and 
grantees in real-estate couvevances, with 
a briefe description of the lot or 
tract ; also, whea uired 
Board, an abstract-book, which shali show by 
tracts every conveyance or incumbrance or each 
tract recorded with reference to the record- 
hook, where the same is entered; also an index 
to recorded maps, plats, and subdivisions, this 
latter provision being evidently designed to sup- 
ply ially the private indexes of the abstract- 
firms; to provide for the inepection of steam- 
boilers and the appointment of a Supervising 
and Local Inspector; to permit change of venue 
iu case of arrest ou criminal charge before a 
Justican of the Peace; to provide 
for the compilation of statistics of 
taxation, the same to bo for the use of the 
General Assembly; for the establishment by the 
Common Couacil of cities having over 50,000 
population—Chicago—ef a Department of Build- 
ings, and to appoint or elect a Superintendent of 
Buildings to take charge thereof, whose duty it 
shall be to enforce the provisions of any 
ordinance in relation to buildings, ordinances for 
the storage of explomves and combustibles, etc., 
and who must be an architect or master - builder of 
five years’ experience in that city, and shall be 
elected by the Council on tle nomination of the 
Mayor, and hold his. office for six years, the 
Council to allow bim Assistant Superintendents 
of i and to fix his their pay at dis- 
cretion, without limitation; for the appointment

It is a disreputable, dishonest, 
cut-threat establishment, where square deal-

Curcaao, Jan. 18.—If you will give me space 
I will try to inform A Friend to American Me- 
chanics” why so many American and ether 
mechanics are now, and always will be, laid 
off,” while Germans are at work in the majority 
of the shops in Chicago. There are a class of 
manufacturers in this city of almost every na- 
tionality, the Eastern (Yankee) element in the 
majority, who are manufacturing goods in both 
wood and iron, and who are not mechanics 
themselves, nor have they the least idea of the 
modus operandi in the construction of the articles 
they manufacture, and imagine the whole 
secret of success lies in employing cheap help. 
Consequently they employ superintendents and 
foremen where they can get them cheapest, with 
bat little or no experience, and no knowledge of 
mechanism. They then fill up the shop with 
cheap men, mostiy Germans, who will work for 
wages that no American couid live on. And now 
they imagine that, having cheap help, there is 
nothing left undone to make the business suc- 
cessful. And this 1s the rock on which they split, 
for the following reasons: First, it takes one- 
fourth more of this class ef help to perform the 
samo amount of work.

tating the purchasing of new machines. 
Fifth, one-fourth more time is used to perform 
the samo amount of work than is n 

thereby causing one-fourth more fuel to be used 
(where steam is employed), one-fourth more 
wear and tear on machinery, belting, and engine, 
and one-fourth more oil, etc. Sixth, tho goods 
they manufacture can never be sold in the same 
market more than two or three times. And ~ 
it takes some of them years to find out where 
mistake is, and some never do at all. But —— 
they do, and commence to run their shop 
with mechanics for foremen, and mechanics to 
perform the work, and look back at the years 
virtually lost—dilapidated shop and machinery, 
sianding in market, etc., they then perceive 
the fallacy of employing cheap help, and will 
then condescend to hire an American mechani*, 
—not because he is an American, but that they 
can use him to better advantage. Again, 
it is well known among the mechanics of Chi- 
cago, however, rougli it may appear to outsiders, 
that an American mechanic has no chance of 
obtaining employment from a German boss or 
foreman; they will, in some cases, Wait for days 
in order to obtain alandsman, and if they are 
forced to hire an American pro tem, be will be 


kicked out on tho first opportunity.
